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Editorial Visits. 


In our last account we spoke of the’ 
wonderful forests of HumboJdt county; 
its productions, both wild and culti- 
vated, properly come next. Its wild 
fruits, of the smaller kind, are very 
abundant; especially berries, such as 
strawberries, - thimbleberries, salmon- 
berries, and blackberries. The last are 
so plenty that the common price is only 
a dollar for a water-bucketfull.* In the 
Eel River bottom, qne man, with his 
three children, gathered in an after- 
noon, sixteen such buckets. Of nuts 
we saw only the hazelnut, which is 
common over all the open lands. The 
wild parsnip grows very large, the roots 
of which the Indians collect in great 
quantities for food. 

The cultivated productions are all the 

varieties of the Eastern states, except 
the peach, and all those of the foggy 
regions of California. Currants are 
grown with the greatest ease, and in 
immense quantities, and also raspber- 
ries and strawberries. Why the first 
are not sent by tons to San Francisco, 
wecannot understand. Cherries, plums, 
pears and apples are very productive 
and of excellent quality. -On the Eel 
river, above and below Rohnerville, the 
the plum trees were loaded down more 
heavily than anywhere else we had 
known in the state. A little higher up, 
above Hydesville, on the fine bottom 
land ranch of Mr. Quick, we saw one 
fine orchard of peaches. Sheltered 
from the fogs it yields fruit. The mead- 
ows are all in regular timothy grass and 
clover, and yield heavy crops. Corn 
yields well through the whole region, 
but the best we saw was in the south 
part of the counfry, a little above Mat- 
tole, where sixty to eighty bushels to 
the acre are gathered. Wheat and bar- 
ley are only moderate in their yield; but 
in oats and potatoes, we had seen no 
other country which seemed ore to 
this. 

North of the near on 
the Mad River bottoms, the crops 
last named appear the most luxuriant. 
From four to ten tons of potatoes to the 
acre are generally raised, and so easily, 
in the rich, loamy soil, that a farmer 
said he could do well if sure of selling 
them at fifty cents the hundred pounds, 
delivered at the wharf. Oats will often 
turn out sixty bushels to the acre. We 
saw also small patches of fine flax 
growing. The gardens were generally 
ornamented with great profusions of 
flowers and vines, among which the 
snap-dragon, ladies’-slipper, fox-glove, 
and Canterbury bell, were ‘quite com- 
mon. The only annoying vegetable. 
growths the farmer has to contend with, 
are the quick and vigorous growths of 


underbrush, the rank fern and the com- 


mon sorrel, about the same as in Ore- 
gon, or a little more so. Indeed, the 
region of Humboldt bay very greatly 
resembles Oregon in all respects, ex- 
cept in its much milder climate; and to 
those immigrating from there, yet wish- 
ing all the associations of their former 


homes, we’ would especially recommend 


the region of Humboldt bay. The cli- 
mate is mild both winter and summer. 

There is rarely two inches of snow in 
the valleys, while in the summer, a fog, 
often high as the tops of the trees, pre- 
vails, shutting off the direct rays of the 
warm sun. The winds from the ocean 
are not as severe as at San Francisco, 
especially when the heavy fogs prevail. 
The climate is very healthy and bracing, 
with no malaria of any kind, and with 
no sickness natural to the country, so 
that all complaints must.originate in 
some impru@énce ofthe inhabitants. 

Still, if to 
consnmption, he should seek some less 
damp region of the state; for, every- 
where, the coast will prove unfavorable 
to him.

‘The location of the Theological In- 
stitute of; the Free Baptist denomina- 
tion in Haverhill, has at. length become 
a settled thing, and)the plangand spec- 
ifications for the seminary are. now: in 
the hands of contractors. It is. to be 
located on Golden Hill, a commanding 
eminence overlooking the towns of Ha- 
verhill and Bradford, as well as a long 
stretch of the valley of the Merrimac. 
The building will be 97 feet long, 43 
wide and four stories high. There will 
be a large central tower and a smaller 
one on each end, The. style of archi- 
tecture will give the building a com- 
manding appearance where it. is to be 
located. Its cost, together with the res- 
idences for the professors, will be $100,- 
000. The work of building will un- 
doubtedly be commenced immediately. 

The Methodist meeting- house in 
Franklin, Hancock county, Me., was . 
struck ‘by lightning on Wednesday 
morning last, the 23d inst., and entire- 
ly consumed, together with the bell and 
all the furniture.. It was a very nice 
‘house, and but recently built. 

The cornér stone of the new ee 
Memorial church in Portland, Me., 
laid July 4th, with much belbeabley.

The arinual convention of the New 
Jerusalem (Swedenborgian) church was 
held at Portland, Me., last week, Rev. —

siding. The statistics presented showed 
an increase of strength in the denomi- 
nation throughout the country. 

In the forenoon of July 21st the new 
brick edifice of the Methodists at Na- 
shua, N. H., was dedicated with appro- 
priate ceremonies in the presence of a 
large congregation. A number of 
prominent clergymen of this denomina- 
tion from other cities and towns in New 
Hampshire, "Massachusetts, and other 
states, were in attendance. Rev. Mr. 
Bowler, who has been with the society 
for a few months, and who is respected 
and loved by his people as an able and 
eloquent preacher, and a genial gentleé- 
man in private life, delivered the dedi- 
cation sermon, which was an exceed- 
ingly pertinent discourse, The building 
is of the style of architecture known as 
the English or Elizabethan Gothie, with 
a tower and spire on the left front.

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Having been appointed delegate to the 
25th General Gonvention of the Ye

United States and British Provinces, I 
désire to submit niy réport:.... 

The Convention was held at Detroit: 
The delegates gathered first at the 
rooms of the Young’ Men’s Christian 
Association, of that ‘city, whose Presi- 
dent is F.D. Taylor, a — a = 
Taylor, of. this city. 

Generous were tor 
the accommodation of all the members 
of the Convention, and they aré deeply 
indebted to the Detroit brethren for in- 
numerable courtésies. The hall of the 
Association was used as a reception- 
room, and was also occupied by the 
Committee on Boarding ; for it was in- 
tended that each delegate should ‘be 
provided’ with board and lodgings, 
without cost to himself, during the 
contintianee of the Convention. 

Agreeable to appointment, the Con- 
vention met on the afternoon of the 
24th of June, in the Central Methodist 
Church. There were delegates from a 
majority of the States of the Union 
(some of the Southern Associations sent 
letters stating that lack of means pre- 
vented them from sending delegates); 
there were also representatives from 
the British Provinces, England and 
Scotland. 

~It was an inspiring sight to see such 
an assemblage of Christian young men 
from so many different places, and none 
could mingle among them without be- 
ing benefited. 

The Convention was promptly organ- 
ied. H. Thane Miller, who is univer- 
sally beloved, was again elected Presi- 
dent. Among the Vice-Presidénts was 
Gen. O. O. Howard, who equals Mr. 
Miller in popularity; his reception was 
most flattering, and as the Christian 
hero received the welcome of his breth- 
ren, all felt it was a well merited tribute 
to his worth. 

Dr. Patterson, who a few years ago 
was on this coast, as a delegate of the 
Christian Commission, was a prominent 
member of the Convention. 

In the evening a welcome meeting 
was held—and such a welcome meeting! 
The body of the house was filled with 
delegates, while the sides and galleries 
were crowded with ladies and gentle- 
men. It is impossible to describe this 
spirited meeting; it thoroughly warmed 
every heart within those sacred walls. 
A melancholy incident occurred which, 
in a measure, marred the pleasure of 
the meeting. While the venerable Dr. 
Duffield was welcoming the Convention 
on behalf of the churches, he fainted, 
and was carried away insensible ; he 
never recovered, and, a few days after, 
the aged minister of Christ was gath- 
ered to his fathers. | 

It is difficult to give a correct report 
of the proceedings of the Convention 
in the limited space allotted to me, and 
to portray the spiritual aspirations 
which prompted every movement. It 
was a Christian gathering in the noblest 
sense of the term. The Executive Com- 
mitte presented an interesting and com- 
prehensive report. We condense the 
following: 

At the last International Convention, 
the committe reported the existence of 
245 associations, of which 141 sent in- 
formal reports to the Montreal Conven- 
tion.

A sojourn in the East gives one a 
more exalted idea of the amount of good 
that can be accomplished by Young 
Men’s Christian Associations. 

In nearly every large town, you be- 
hold on the principal street the follow- 
ing sign: ‘‘ Y. M, O. A. rooms. Stran- 
gers are welcome.” Entering them you 
are warmly received, and the use of the 
library and reading room is freely 
given. A letter of introduction is not 
needed, for, once in the rooms, you are 
greeted as a: brother and treated as 
such. In Boston, New York, Philadel- 
phia, Washington and Detroit, the 
rooms are large and wellfurnished. In 
most cases,a daily prayer meeting is 
held, either at noon or in the evening; 
ladies often attend these gatherings. 
At the present time there is a great in- 
terest manifested in the Associations, 
both by clergy and people; generous 
donations are being received, many 
buildings are being erected, new Asso- 
ciations are being rapidly formed, and 
encouraging reports are received from 
all quarters. 

Contrasting this condition of affairs 
with those of our own coast, I solemnly 


resolved, if Providence should spare 


my life, to arouse my brethren on this 
side of the continent. This is why I 
appear before you to-night; and if 
aught shall fall from my lips unworthy 
of the cause, forgive, as you would ‘be 
forgiven.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT, OF FIRST CONGREGATIONAL 
CHURBH SABBATH SCHOOL, AT THE NINETEENTH ANNI- 
| VERSARY, HELD SABBATH EVENING, AUGUST 23, 1868. 


Having met to celebrate. our. nine- 
teenth anniversary, I present a_ brief 
summary of our work for the year past. 
The school has held its session on each 
Sabbath of the year with but one ex- 
eeption. The numbers enrolled as mem- 
bers, are, of officers and teachers, 63;

sity will have to begin at the beginning. 


There are not many good training 
schools on this coast. There are but 


few instructors at work who make pre- 
paration for college aspecialty. Unless 
preparation for the University is made 
a specialty, the pupils will not. be_half 
prepared. The Regents should at once 
have a preparatory department, or train- 
ing school. They must, in part, raise 
up pupils for the grander ascent. There 
is too little interest in the higher depart- 
ments of learning and science, and lads 
must be gotten hold of and insensed with 
the scheme, and inspired with the idea 
of education. The hunger, the pant, 
the thirst, for knowledge must be cre- 
ated. It can be created best right under 
the shadow of the University, or in its 
sunshine. We are told, too, that there 
is talk of constructing buildings of wood. 

If they are to be merely temporary 
buildings, not conspicuously placed, 
and to be hereafter turned over to other 
uses, we have no objection. But to 
think of building a large edifice, or any 
part of a permanent edifice, of wood, is 
the absurdest thought that evér troubled | 
a crazed brain. 
ing—college, church, hotel, hall, thea- 
ter, factory—should be of wood. It is 
a sin against humanity and all the fit- 
nesses of things so to build. Nothing 


but massive buildings of stone should | 


be thought of for the ames ty 


Piacues.—The presence of a 
lence among us in considerable power 
is suggestive.

_ There is need of science, of medical 
skill, and of the use of prophylactics. 
But ‘thebe are enough.’ There is. 
need of personal cleanliness, of whole- 
some food, of regular’ sleep, of temper- 
ance in meats and drinks, of virtuous 
habits, and pure morals. There is need 
of clean streets, clean vaults, clean 
houses, clean yards, well ventilated 
apartments, and pure air. There is 
need of proper exercise ot both body 
and mind, of good feeling and freedom 
from worry and fret, and of right feel- 
ings and a good conscience. All these’ 
things sweetened and made sacred by 
the blessing of God, coming through 
worship and prayer, will perfect the 
safeguards we can raise against ** the 
pestilence that walketh in darkness.” 
There are, also, moral contagions; and 
the presence of variola should suggest 
to us the use of all possible means to 
protect ourselves against the contamins- 
tion of these.
